tionality of the workmen's compensa- 
tion, law was upheld nere today in a 
decision announced by the 
Supiemc 


court of Ohio in the suit brought by 
Attorney General Hogaii to test the 
law. Jt applies-to all employers, em- 
ploying five or more persons 


Under the workmen's compensation 


act of an insurance fund 
created by 


contributions from .the employers and 
employees benefits will bo paid in the 
cases of those injured in industrial ac- 
cidents. 


For death, from $1,500 to 53,400 will 


,be paid and for disability ironi $5 to 
$12 will be paid tor a period up to six 
years. It is optional wi'th employers 
whether they come under the provi- 
sions of the act which is--also known 
as the Employers 
Liability law 
If 


they do not conic under it they lire 
deprived of certain defenses in suits 
tor damages 


The Supreme court also held today 


that the state is -not the owner of a 
valuable strip of land running through 
the heart of Cleveland which, -has long 
been the subject, for 
dispute 
The 


strip has been in use by ithe Cleveland 
Terminal and Valley and the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroads as a right o!' 
way. The state in 3872 deeded 
the 


property to the city of Cleveland for 
highway purposes and the later dis- 
posed of it to the road for 
$265,000 


The state claimed the property for- 
feit to the state because of this dis- 
posal and the Circui*- court of Frauk- 
lin county upheld it in this opinion 
The ruling of the Supreme court re-

jority Always Has Nominated—Mar- 
tin Littleton Had Fourteen Brothers. 
How 
Repre*eiitative 
Mann 
Savs* 


Time on Street Car*. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington, Jan. 16. — [Special.] ~ 


When the cocksure Wilson ineu :\re rp- 
minded that it is a very hard lhitj.i; to 
get two-thirds of a Democratic conven- 
tion they come right buck with tho 
statement that not since the civil war. 
in spite of the two-thirds rule, has auy 
tnan who received a majority of tho 
votes in. a national convention t'uiled of 
the nomination.. 


They say that if there is a majority 


of the delegates in the Baltimore con- 
vention iu favor of any man that he 
will be nominated—this in spite of the 
declaration of men like Senator Bailey, 
who has said that there will be at 
least one-third and one delegates who 
will hold out against Wilson's nomina- 
tion. 


What Might Happen. 


Twice in recent years there has been 


an intimation that one-third and a few 
more delegates would hold out against 
the nomination of some leading candi- 
date. I heard it in 1892. when Cleve- 
land was nominated, and again in 1904. 
when Parker was named. And in each 
case the men who -were managing 
these campaigns said that if a minority 
should attempt to hold out against a 
decided majority the two-thirds rule 
Trould be modified by a majority vote. 


That is why the minority will give 


in. For fear of something in the fu- 
ture they want to retain the two- 
thirds rule and rather than see it bro- 
ken will support the man who has a 
majority. 


Harking Back to 1896. 


"When it -was known in 1896 that the 


silver men would have a majority In 
the Democratic convention there was 
talk about preventing the nomination 
of a silver candidate by withholding 
from him more than one-third of the 
delegates. Again the majority served 
notice of their intention to abrogate 
the two-thirds rule if such an attempt 
was made. 


As a matter of fact, • Bryan never 


received two-thirds of the entire con- 
vention. 
There were 930 delegates, 


and Bryan's highest rote was 494. 
But when the silver plank was adopt- 
ed 160 delegates refused longer to par- 
ticipate in voting, though retaining 
their seats. It was decided that two- 
thirds of the delegates voting were 
sufficient to nominate. 


Bland-Never Had a Majority. 


"Silver Dick" Bland-was the leader in 


the early ballots in 1896, but he never 
had a majority. His highest vote was 
on. the third ballot, when he receiv- 
ed 291. just twenty-six votes short of 
a majority on that ballot. Had it not 
been for the sweep of enthusiasm for 
Bryan Eland would have bnd a major- 
ity. 
The Bryan voie« prevented the 


Missourian from reaching that point. 


Father'of Nineteen. 


Congressman Martin W. Littleton of 


New York is one of a family of nine- 
teen children, flftcen of whom were 
boys. Recently he had the pleasure of 
introducing (o some of his colleagues 
bis father. Thomas Jefferson Littleton, 
who comes from east Tennessee and is 
eighty-one years old.

The church's altar 


merely marks the step from the primary grade Into the university. 
Sacri- 


fice, kindness, patience,—these are all parts of the same thing, and these 
alone under the sway of the master love, can prevent failure and even 
divorce. 
These are all parts of love, but we seem to have forgotten them 


when applied to marriage." 


Since a true marriage is so happy a thing, It does seem worth while 


to drop our cynical or light attitude of mind toward It, and go about study- 
ing how we can make sure we are making the true marriage. And if 
there is any way to study the matter seriously, and to try to keep sober 
reason In step with dancing emotion, Cupid need not feel aggrieved but 
rather look hopefully forward to an increasing and more prosperous 
business.
